This inquiry is frequently heard on 
IB street, in the vicinity .of the Stock 
Sichange. Tbe best informed are uu- 
ble to give a correct answer, or to name 
lie actual buyers or sellers now opera- 
iog in the market, or what percentage 
f the stock sold goes into the hands of 
>onu fide investors: There is a vast 
amount of mining paper afloat some- 
where. If cnt up in single share certi- 
icates it would make a ponderous pile, 
he inspection of which would gladden 
ho heart of the Assessor, now that tLe 
aw has declared mining shares assessa- 
ble property. What a revenue these 
stocks would afford if they could be 
.axed at their nominal value, even in 
dull times! They would swell the as- 
sessment roll muuy million dollars, and 
we could double up all the city offices, 
ind make every man a first class politi- 
cian, instead ot every fonrtii man as 
now. 
There are over one hundred incorpo- 


rated mines in a single district in Ne- 
vada. We refer to the Waahoe district, 
which- includes Storey county, through 
which runs tbe famous Comstock Lode. 
The Stock Report gives a list of 129 of 
these companies iu that district. Two 
of them have 540,000 shares each, and a 
third 500,000 shares. 
Most of the 


others have from 100,000 to 120.000 
shares each. The smallest in the list 
has (5,400 shares. Bnt all the other 
small ones have from 20,000 to 00,000 
shares. In tbe case of five mines the 
number of shares is not stated, but, 
putting them down at 50,000 bbares 
euch—11 low estimate—and we have 129 
mines iu the .Washoe District, divided 
into 12,161,000 shares. There are 48 
mines iti the Uodir District, a small part 
ol Mono county, divided into 3,690,000 
sliares. The sumo authority gives the 
lumes of 74 other mines in Nevada, Da- 
jota, Arizona, Idaho and Utah, divided [ 
ntd 6,000,OUO shares. 
Thus we have ' 


251 mines, divided into 21,851,000 
shares. 
Most of these stocks are on the 


Boards. They are daily called and have 
a market value of soiue sort. There are 
about 200 mines listed at the San Fran- 
cisco Stork Board, and there are several 
on the Pauitti: Exchange that are not on 
the San Frauuisco Board. These vary 
in value from a few cents up to $20, 
even at the present time. 
Within two 


years some have sold at $100 to $200 
per share. Put them all ilowu to tue 
basis of $1 per share, and there is a 
value of over $20,000,000 for the assess- 
ment roll, if the ownership could be 
traced. But the current market value 
of these stocks is much more tbitu $20,- 
000,000. There is u value of f 15,000,- 
000 iu the Comstock shares. We laucy 
the information, however, will be of 
litile value to the Assessor. 


It is not alone, who owns these stocks 


that is of interest, but where are they? 
We have no hesitation in answering that 
they are not ull in California, nor tlo we 
hazard much in saying that tbe bulk of 
them are outsi'ie ol the State. 
The 


brokers are carrying comparatively few 
stocks for cusfmers on margins, H.td 
this been otherwise, tbe terrible shrink- 
age of the past few years would have re- 
sulted iu more failures. Toose- who 
huvu been accustomed to loan money ou 
stocks inform us that they have not 
held such small lines iu years as now.

Massachusetts Senator bad been calling 
at Mr. Wade's and had just left to go 
home. It was about nine o'clock at 
night, and Mr. Sntnuer bad just quitted 
Mr. Wade's door, when a pistol shot 
WBB heard in the street, Mrs. Wade, who 
was sitting in the parlor witb Mr. Wade, 
sprang to her feet and said to her hus- 
band: 


"My God, Frank, I fear they have 


killeJ Mr. Stunner." 


Wade, with the people of the hnusf, 


harried to the spot and found M.. Sum- 
nercalm, but very pale and weak. He 
said a man standing on the < uter edge 
of the pavement had fired at him with a 
pistol, the ball passing in front of him 
nod apparently hitting the wall. The 
assassin then ran up an alley aud disap- 
peared. 
The wall of the adjoining 


house was examined and the ball was 
was found sticking between two bricks, 
apparently flattened out l>y its force. 
No trace of the assassin could be found 
and nothing was ever heard o him. 


A few days after the above occurrence 


a man called on Mr. Wade about eight 
o'clock in the evening and pretended he 
had important business with the Senator 
and some papers to show him.
